It is expected that rather 
than replace this old equipment, the 
new equipment will be made to fit 
these new rinks on the Armoury 
Drill .\rca. The .^rea Will be cov- 
ered wi'.ii cru.'^hcci stone and binder 
so as to make a hard surface for 
marching.

But Mr. Russell is unapproachable only ht 
hi; special philosophical str.^tosphcrc, When 
the conxrrsation moves to a mundane level, 
lie loses his .r.v of d;soon»vrtii\R ooolnes.s and 
begins ;o laugh, finger his honi-riinnied ; 
fila.<:$cs and bite his pipe. 

He boasts shamelessly about his appetite 
lor detccU\« stories, "good, bad, and indif- 
ferent— 1 read them all" He polishes off at 
least one of these thrillers a day. 

Deduccing the identity of t!ie onminnl pro- 
vides the chief enjoyment ho .gets out of the 
stones, an indication that even in his leisure 
moments, Mr. Russell's logical powers remain 
in a perpetual state of activit>>. 

"Only one thinf— 1 don't like too many 
murders or loo much action." he concluded 
on this point.
